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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant states that the clip of Dowlatshahi is 
incapable of unfolding upon itself about the apex by rotating greater than 90 degrees. Examiner respectfully disagrees. The clip of 
Dowlatshahi has the ability to deform and spring back into original configuration. Therefore, if the clip of Dowlatshahi were placed in a tube 
in the orientation claimed, then the clip of Dowlatshahi would be capable of reverting back to original orientation upon expulsion from the 
delivery device, whether it be 90 degrees or 180 degrees. 

Furthermore, applicant states that Esposito does not support two opposing semicircular or substantially circular finger grips. Since the 
claim is written in the alternative, Esposito discloses a substantially circular finger grip (Figures 1 and 3, element 13). 
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
